States”, nor “the entry of any 
American vessel into a combat 
area.” 
Our responsibility under the 
Lease*-Lend Act ends on this side 
of the ocean. We accepted no re­ 
sponsibility to deliver ships or 
cargoes on the other side of the 
ocean.
